Rear- Admiral Hotuutii was seen on hoard 
the ilugship yesterduy by one of Tun Colo- 
nist stuff, who interviewed him childly 
in regurd to the suggested move- 
ments of the warships to pro- 
tect Canadian vessels in Behring's Sea. 
The admiral has not yet had an opportunity 
to complete the perusal of the mass of cor- 
respondence, olliciul and otherwise, that 
awaited him here, but ho stated most em- 
phatically that he had as yet received no 
instructions to send any of the licet to the 
north to protect British vessels from seizure 
by American cutters, or retake any that 
might be taken in Behring's Sea. The 
matter, he considered, from what he had 
read of it, principally in the press, was 
purely one for diplomatic negotiation, 
and he hud yet to learn what new phase had 
presented itself in the matter that would 
suggest the possibility of the warships being 
required to take a hand in the adjustment 
of the difficulty. He could hardly see how 
the United States could establish a tenable 
claim to close Behring's Sea, and thought 
that Canadian interests must win in the 
diplomatic light now progressing. The 
latest naval orders, so far as he knew, were 
those of two years ago, in which it wue 
stated that a warship might lie required to 
patrol Behring's Strait. No ship was ever 
sent to do this work, but in the event of 
one being required there were plenty in 
Usqitimult now ready to leave at once. 

On taking command of the squadron, it 
was only natural forliini to want to see as 
many of his ships as possible at summer 
headquarters, Esquimult, and this was the 
only reason he could give for the present 
appearance of so many ships in port. Only 
two were wanted to complete the family — 
the Acorn ami the storeship, both now at 
Honolulu. While his information on the 
subject and on points of international law 
would not justify an opinion, he thought it 
somewhat strange that the sealers that bud 
been seized, hail been stripped ot their con- 
tents— the sealskins being removed to tho 
cutters— and then apparently allowed to es- 
cape. When a prize crew was put on board 
a slaver, seized in similar fashion, the slaves 
were not taken off, but went with the 
seized boat to the nearest prize port, there 
to have their case adjudicated upon. It 
certainly looked like a strange proceeding 
to remove the saleable cargoes of the sealers 
and then go through the farce of sending 
them to the prize port with a crew of one 
in charge. Had England bad any intention 
of sending one of the fleet to Behring's 
Sea this year to prevent the seizure of 
schooners flying the English flag, it was his 
opinion that orders would have come long 
ago — now, if one did go it would be practi- 
cally too late in the season to accomplish the 
end aimed at. He certainly should make 
no move in the matter without implicit in- 
structions so to do, and he had not received 
those instructions yet, although he did not 
know what his present until might contain. 

This was all that was said in regard to 
the scaling question! u "d after referring 
briefly to tho pleasures of the long trip and 
paying a warm compliment to the attrac- 
tions of scenery and climate presented hy 
British Columbia, to whose shores the pre- 
sent was his first visit, the Ad- 
miral closed the interview by say- 
ing that he hud no knowledge of the fu- 
ture movements of any of the ships— tho 
first thing now would be inspection, and 
then the allotment of each of the fleet to 
its destination.

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NEWS FROM ALASKA. 



Notes of a Trip by Schooner to the 
Mining Region North 
of Juneau. 

The Salmon Pnck this Year will be 
Smaller than Last Season- 
Earthquakes and Volcanos. 



(Port Townscnd Lender.) 
James McOauley arrived in Port 
Townsend a few days ago from Cook's in- 
let, Alaska, and brings much information 
regarding tbe mining regions of upper 
Alaska. 

In company with Alexander Campbell, 
Billy Williams, Charlie Miller and Frank 
Abel, Mr. McCauloy chartered tho 
schooner Adventurer last April at Juneau 
and started for the mining region north 
of that place. From that placo they went 
ki Yakiiat, from Yakitat to Copper river, 
from Copper river to Prince Williams' 
sound and from thoro to Cook's inlet. 
Three of the party, Messrs. Williams, 
Miller and Abel, remained at Turn- Again 
arm, so named bucauso it 13 the place 
which is supposed to be the furthest a 
person can go in that direction with a 
vessel of any kind and is therefore the 
place where one must "turn again" in 
traveling there. McCauloy and Camp- 
bell came on down to Juneau, the former 
coming on down to this city. 

Mr. McCauley says he has had all he 
wants of prospecting and mining in the 
vicinity of Cook's inlet. The coal mill- 
ing, he says, is very good, but prospect- 
ing in the lino of gold and silver is not a 
paving business. One dollar a flay is the 
most that is being made in prospecting 
there, and Mr. McOauley does not think 
there will be a paying business in I his 
line of work fir a long time. Reports of 
"rich strikes," "paying diggings," etc., 
in the region of Cook's inlet, are daily 
circulated in Juneau and other parts of 
the territory in such a way as to stir up 
considerable interest and excitement in 
the unexplored parts of the territory, 
but there seems to be nothing to keep up 
this interest. At least Mr. McCauley 
thinks those who visit the part his party 
went to will not care to go there a second 
time. The reports of rich finds above 
spoken of induced the members of Mc- 
Cauley 's party to make the trip they did 
to northern waters with a view to finding 
out just what truth there waa in 'hem, 
and also to be the first on the ground in 
case the reports proved true, and their 
real expectations were realized. 

A rough voyage was experienced on 
the way up from Juneau, and it seemed 
more than once that the whole par y, 
with their staunch craft, would go down 
or be dashed on the rocky shores. At 
"Turn-Again-urm" there is almost con- 
tinually a strong sea running, and naviga- 
tion there is dangerous at almost any 
time. 

Mr. McCauley says the salmon pack of 
Alaska will undoubtedly bo much smaller 
this year 'ban it was last. The fish are 
not running in A Hskan streams in any- 
thing like the numbers they were a year 
ago, and it is doubtful if the run will be 
much more, although some claim it is 
simply late, and that before the sens n 
closes the canneries will have put up as 
many salmon as were canned last year. 
This is not likely. Mr. McCauley says 
lie knows of more than one instance when 
less than one-tenth of the same catch is 
being made that was taken last year at 
the same season and in the saino traps. 
Oannnryuien are paying only G cents for 
kingfish, which is a ridiculously low 
figure, and as a consequence little outside 
fishing is being (lonu by Indians coin- 
pared with thu number that were taken 
in that way last year. 

The volcano3 of Fugnsic and Mama, 
near Cook's inlet, Mr. McCauley says, 
have been very ac ive, and suveral severe 
shocks uf earthquake have been felt. A 
large quantity of ashes, and in places 
large stones, have fallen in the immediate 
vicinity. 

Eastern and English capitalists have 
agents prospecting! r large coal deposits 
along the beach near Kustickinock bay. 
The coal is of good qual ty, but it will be 
necessary to operate a railroad several 
miles along the shore to a good harbor. 

'there is not a better prospector and 
miner on the Pacific Coast to-day than 
Mr. McCauley is, and ho is now taking an 
interest in a matter that may prove of 
great value to the citizens of Pori Towns- 
end and vicinity. He says he has never 
seen a section of country where the ap- 
pearance of the surrounding foothills and 
mountain ranges gave better evidence 
that they contained minerals in paying 
quantities, and helms decided to devote 
a f . inoo' to prosp cting in those 
paiw. P reels confiden' that he will 
.v.nke s- ..ething that will be at least pay- 
ing, an . hopes to make a big thing. 



SHUT BY A HORSE Til IKK. 

Deputy SuprifTs Brave Fight Near St. Helena 
— Fears of Lynching. 

St. Hklbna, Cal., July 14.— Saturday 
a man giving his name as Thomas Collins 
eamu hero driving a handsome span of 
horses attached to a light -top buggy, and 
interviewed several citizens, trying to sell 
the outfit. Ho remained in the neigh- 
borhood over Sunday and this morning, 
having failed to sell the rig, started down 
the valley. At noun Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Howard received word from 
alieriff MoKenzie that the team and buggy 
were st lu i property, and instructing 
him to arrest the thief. 

Howard at once started down the road, 
finding his man at T. H. Inks', three 
miles south of hero, trying to sell the out- 
fit to Mr. Inks. The deputy sheriff 
drove up and called on his man to sur- 
render. The fellow jumped from the 
buggy and started to run with a shot-gun 
i i his hand. Howard called on hill) to 
stop, or ho would shoot. Instead of doing 
bo, thief wheeled and fired at Howard, 
missing him, and continuing to run. How- 
ard, Inks and Charles Mooney started in 
pursuit, Collins boing close pressed, 
left the road and ran into a vineyard. 
Howard again called to him to halt, and 
then tired at him, hitting him in thu 
ankle. Collins, thus wounded, made 
slow progress, and when Howard was 
within fifteen feet of him turned and dis- 



charged the remaining barrel of the shot- 
gun full u Howard's breast, filling him 
with heavy bird shot and lacerating one 
hand. Though fearfully wounded, How- 
ard closed in on his man, knocked him 
down with his pistol and handcuffed him, 
and a moment later, when the rest of the 
party came up, ho was found lying acr ss 
th'' thief's body, weak from loss of blood. 

Moonoy and Inks brought the two men 
to town. Howard was taken 'o his home 
and is receiving every medical attention, 
while Collins is lodged in jail. 

Later Sheriff McKenzie drove up from 
Napa, and took the prisoner to the coun- 
ty seat, fearing ho would bo lynched if 
Howard's wounds proved serious. The 
thief is a hard character, and stole the 
rig from Forticr's stables, Red Bluff. 

Howard's wounds are very serious, and 
it is feared will result fatally. 

AFTER THE EXPLOSION. 

Wliat an Eye-WItuess Has to Say of the 
Calamity at Kind's Stills, Ohio. 

Cincinnati, July 16.— The following 
is a list of the killed at the explosion a 
King's mills: Mrs. .lames Deacon, Henry 
Reyn Ids, Samuel Stephens, Mrs. Jain s 
Moso and child, Mrs. Fred Miller and 
child, William Franey, a brakeman ; It. 
Williams, baby Elstine, Nick Snyder and 
an unknown man. A dozen are injured 
who will die. 

Joseph Proctor, a well known resident 
of Columbus, a witness to tho terrible 
affair, gives a very vivid accou t of the 
explosion. The gentleman iB still suffer- 
ing from the effects of his terrible ex- 
perience, and trembles visibly when talk- 
ing. 

He said, "I hardly know how I can de- 
scribe the awful occurrence. I was dazed 
fro. n tho effects of die shock. I waa 
visiting friends near King's mill, and 
during the afternoon sauntered up the 
road to the cartridge factory. When the 
freight train came along 1 started toward 
lily friend's house, and upon reaching the 
top of the bill 1 turned around just as 
the freight train was making a tunning 
switch to a side track. I then saw a 
b ukeinan on one of the cars, as it shot 
on to the side track, waving his hand to 
some one on the train. \s 1 looked I 
saw two cars bump against what I sup- 
posed to be an empty car on the side 
track. 

An instant later a rumbling noise was 
heard and then the very ground beneath 
me seemed to open. I saw a puff uf 
smoke, followed a second later by another 
and the ears disappeared The station 
and powder house and dwelli U seemed 
to follow and the work of destruction 
was only just commenced. 1 stood 
routed to the ground. 1 had an idea of 
course of what had occurred, but I eoulu 
not realiz it. 1 knew many lives were 
going, but I was powerless to lend assist- 
ance. Dense volumes of flames and 
powder issued from tho doors and win- 
dows of the cartridge factory. 1 saw 
men, womo and children tearing at each 
other in frantic elforts to escape. The 
explosion and lire at the cartridge house 
seemed to be simultaneous. I lie build- 
ing did no catch on tire in the ordinary 
way, but a flame seemed to penetrate tho 
doors and windows from all sides. i saw 
a number of women rush out, but Some 
certain y perished, The dwelling house 
below the cart ridge house was blown from 
its foundation and dashed to the ground. 

lu this building a m ther and child 
lost their lives. How long 1 stood 1 
don't know, but I managed to make my 
way to tbe scene, and others in the 
neighborhood also gathered around us. 
The railroad tracks Were twisted .anil 
torn like so much paper, and telegraph 
poles and wires burned like so nuii.li 
tinder. 

1 know wo got fully a dozen women 
and men from the powder house. There 
was not o e but who was injured or 
bruised. They seemed oblivious of all 
surroundings, and I don't think they real- 
ized what had occurre . Some were 
burned and others cut or bruised by he 
force of the explosion. To add to thu 
terrible scene theie was a constant snip- 
ping of cartridges, and rescuers were in 
danger of being killed at any time. 1 
don't know how many were killed, but I 
am of the opinion that at least twenty lost 
their liven, and perhaps do .tile that num- 
ber.

In It a Bluff, or J)o 'I hoy Mean Husi- 
ncss?-Wliat Will the Canadian 
Pacific's Policy Bo? 



The presence in Victoria of Mr. (Jco. H. 
Rice, traffic manager of the Pacific Mail 
and Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Company, between Sim Francisco and the 
China, denotes one of the cleverest enter- 
prising deals ever mudo by the most outer- 
' prising of American corporations. Com- 
petition promised to bo keen between the 
above company ami the Canadian Pacific 
i when the latter got their new boats for the 
i China service, but an agreement was offered 
' by the C. 1'. H. to keep away from San 
Franeisco on condition that the Pacific 
Mail pay them a bonus of $144,000 per 
annul". When a demand was imule for 

• a definite policy, Mr. Rice uncovered his 
. guiu. mid ueoi.u ed war. This lias been ac- 
celerated by the fact that the C. P. R. lias 
declared its intention of running its China 
steamers to and from the Euat by way of 
San Francisco, and in fact has carried out 
that, threat by taking freight and passengers 
for San Francisco by the Abyssinia which 
will arrive there about the end of August, 
to be followed by the entire Canadian 
Pacific fleet in turn. To meet this the

"If you make a decision about when will 
the service commence? " 
, "The first steamer, which will be the 
"China," will arrive here from San Fran- 
Icisco on or about August '2nd, for China and 
'Japan. The first steamer from the other 
side will leave Hong Kong on or about duly 
lyth for Victoria. She is the City ot Pekiu, 
'and has engaged both passengers and cargo 
for Victoria and Sound ports."

PORT ANGELES SQUATTERS. 

he Military Kiwrvation Being Settled Upon 
—The Jumping Fever Extends to 
Purl Townnend. 

Pout Tow.nskmj, July 10.— The city of 
'ort Angeles is deserted. Over 600 per- 
ms within the hist three days have gone 
n the military reservation and taken up 
matters' claims. Tho reservation contains 
,000 acres, and the squatters have had the 
mil surveyed in blocks of two and one- 
ifrducrea, containing ten lots. Uach per- 
in over the age of 21, both male and 
•male, locate* one lot. The land is situated 
tti I mile from Port Angeles, and is choice 
roperty. The aquatturs have commenced 
ashing and clearing the laud preparatory 
i erecting dwellings. 

The jumping fever extends to this city 
ml a hu ge number of persons are leaving 
ir port Angeles. Moat of the saloons and 
justness houses in Port Angeles have closed 
„1 the proprietors with their families 
nve moved on to the reservation and taken 
i) squatters' claims. 

A government land ugent passed through 
tre to-day destined for that city, and it is 
uiiorcd on good authority that ho will in- 
hale criminal proceedings against the 
( uppers for cutting ami destroying govern- 
A out timber. The squatters ate regularly 
jVtttlizod, have a good fund in the treusury 
,'id arc prepared to contest. It is not im- 



probable that federal aid will be requested 
to assist in expelling the squatters. 

The wdiole lower Sound country is greatly 
excited, and interesting scenes will un- 
doubtedly follow. There are 0,000 vacant 
lots open for settlement. 

A SKA SERPENT STORY. 

The Curious Adventure that Befel a Party of 
Yancouvcrltes While Crossing llowo 
Bound in Bow Boat. 

Tho Vancouver News-Advertiser says: 
On Tuesday night Mr. S. M. Stewart ar- 
rived in tho city from his logging camp, 
where he has been for some w.eeks. Yester- 
day in conversation with some of his friends, 
Mr. Stewart recited an interesting adven- 
ture he, and the companions with whom he 
came from the camp, had on their way 
down. They were crossing the mouth of 
Howe Sound about sundown on Tuesday 
night, rowing leisurely, when Mr. Stewart 
drew' attention to a peculiar looking log 
a bout two hundred feet away from them on 
their right hand. The log was a deep black 
color, straight trom end to end as an arrow 
and about 75 feet long. They rested on 
their oars for a few minutes, looking at it in 
a languid sort of way, ami then con- 
cluded to row to it and see 
what kind of wood it was. They 
headed their boat straight for it and 
when within about 30 feet it sank in the 
water like a stone without the slightest 
noise unci disappeared from sight. The 
boat's crew were deeply astonished at this 
unexpected turn of affairs and were somewhat 
alarmed. They paused once more, half ex- 
pecting to see it rise again, and dreading 
lest it would rise under and capsize the 
boat. After about three minutes of this 
expectancy they concluded, as nothing re- 
sulted, to continue their course. They ac- 
cordingly headed their boat for home and 
started. They had not gone very far, how- 
ever, when they again beheld the same ob- 
ject, this time on their left and a little 
nearer. They were now determined to see 
what it was, and directed their course once 
more toward it. When they got within about 
fifteen yards of it the object again sank, 
but almost immediately reappeared, 
blowing a stream cf water at the 
boat's crew and drenching them. 
This at once convinced the moil that 
it was not a log they had encountered, and 
when the animal began lashing the water 
with his tail, which it did in such a manner 
as almost to swamp the boat, each man 
came to the conclusion that it was the sea 
serpent they had run across. They turned 
their bout ami made till' as rapidly as pos- 
sible, but the animal seemed to think it was 
its turn to assume the offensive, and it pur- 
sued them, keeping at about ten yards dis- 
tance, and lashing the wuter unremittingly. 
This flight and pursuit continued for about 
a mile, when the animal left as suddenly as 
it came. Mr. Stewart avers that the ani- 
mal, whatever it was, was not a whale, and 
while he does not claim that it was the tra- 
ditional sea serpent on a cruise in northern 
waters he contends that it was an inhabi- 
tant of the sea not very often met with, and 
a very undesirable companion on a voyage 
in a small boat.

SOMETHING WANTED. 

The candidates for teachers' certificates 
will be on the ragged edge of suspense 
for a few days. Those who have earned 
■larks enough to entitle them to pass will 
consider themselves fortunate; and those 
who have been plucked will most likely 
bewail their sad fate. But wo are not at 
all suie that those who have failed art 
not the ones to be congratulated. Teach- 
ing is very hard work and there are few 
who are fitted either by nature or educa- 
tion to do it well. Aptness to teach s a 
rare gift and it is not easily acquired. 
There are many who enter the teachers' 
profession simply to find out that they will 
mever excel in it. • Experience only 
aeives to make their unfitness more con- 
spicuous. Unfortunately in this province 
the candidate has no opportunity afforded 
him of finding out whether he is really 
fit to teach or not. Ho has no training 
in tho art of teaching. His ability to 
learn is no test of his ability to teach. 
It often happens that persons who are 
brilliant students, who readily acquire 
knowledge, are utter failures when they 
attempt to impart to others the learning 
they have acquired. Owing to some de- 
fects of mind or some peculiarity of tem- 
perament they are unable to 
manage a school or to command the at- 
tention of the child en. But it is the 
faculty which they do not possess rather 
than the knowledge which they have ac- 
quired which makes the competent in- 
structor. Here is where the system of 
this province is defective. It takes 
measures to find out whether the candi- 
date has acquired enough knowledge to 
enable him to become a teacher, but it 
has no means of finding out whether or 
not he possesses any ability to teach. 
There is no institution in the province 
in which he can be trained in the art 
which he may be called upon to practice 
as soon as he obtains his certificate. 
Marks are the only things that the ex- 
aminer takes account of. Has the candi- 
date answered a sufficient number of 
questions correctly to entitle him to a 
c.rtificatc? They have nothing to do 
with such important matters as his tem- 
per: ..lent. It ta power to command the at- 
tention a i.d awaken tho sympathies of 
children, his ability to impart instruction 
or hir. xpelience in teaching. But thete 
last have really more to do with his suc- 
coss in teaching than his mere scholastic 
attainments. Every good teacher must 
have a full mind, but it does not follow 
that every accomplished student will make 
a good teacher. All observant men have 
seen persons in charge of schools who, if 
it were necessary, should be paid to keep 
out of bho schools. They did the chil- 
dren a great deal more harm than it was 
possible for them to do them good. The 
influence they exercised was hurtful. 
They appeiirJd to be ingenious in finding 
out w.iys to injure the children raorallj 
and intellectually. Yet nothing could be 
said against them as scholars. They may 
have been entitled to write " B.A." and 
"M.A." after their name and even to 
prolix "Rev.," but whatever they may 
have been lit to rlo they wore not compe- 
tent to touch school. 

Tho teacher should bo trained. Ho 
should serve an apprenticeship to bis 
profession. Ho shoti d not bo sent abso- 
lutely without trial and without, rxper- 
i n e to experiment on the little children. 
Too people should not bo made to sudor 
on account of his want of skill. Tho 
little ones should not be forced to pay 
th I price of bis blunders and his failures. 
What is wanted in this province is a 
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training school for teachers— a schoi 1 
presided over by teachers of experience 
as woll as learning, in which those who 
intond to enter the teachers' profession 
should bo obliged to study and be trained 
in the practical part of their business. 
The cert ficate of the principal of tho 
school as to ability to teach should ho re- 
quired of all candidates for a teachers' 
license, no matter what their scholastic 
attainments might be. A teacher should 
know how to teach. 



ADMIRAL BOTH AM. 

Our readers cannot fail to notice the 
vory great difference that thoro is be- 
between tho information givon by Ad- 
miral Hotham relative to tho Behring 
Sea difficulty and the stories invented 
and tho conjectures ventured by ignorant 
and presumptuous news-mongors. The 
British Admiral who is in a po- 
sition to know whatever can be 
known wi h respect to the intentions 
of the British Government tolls the re- 
presentative of this paper that he has 
n thing to divulge, that he has received 
no orders relative to tho protection ( f 
vessels flying the British flag in Behring 
Sea, and that tho orders of two years ago 
are still in force. He explains in the 
most natural way conceivable tho pres- 
ence of tho vessels of tho squadron at 
Ejquimalt at the present junc ure. We 
are not a littlo gratified to 
find that his explanation is sub- 
stantially tho samo as that given by 
us a week or two ago. The rendezvous 
of the vessels at Esquinialt harbor is ex- 
actly what might have been expected, let 
the relations between Great Britain and 
the United States be what they may. 

Admiral Hotham does not assume an 
air of mystery. He does not talk as if 
his mind were burdened with the weigh 
of State secrets of the greatest importance. 
Buthediscusses theBehring'sSeadifficulty 
and events connected with it, with sailor- 
like frankness. Ho gives his opinion re- 
lative to last year's seizures freely, and it 
can bo seen at a glance that ho has 
nothing to conceal. 

We ato glad that the new Admiral 
deals with the public in this way. What 
ho says so openly will hnvo tho effect of 
quieting the public mind not only in this 
province but on this continent. Every 
one will know now that the 
stories of war preparations and 
direful threats with which tho news- 
papers were filled a short time ago have 
no foundation in fact, and that the nego- 
tiations between Great Britain and the 
United States re'ative to the Behring's 
Sea claim are going on smoothly and 
there is every reason to believe in the 
most friendly spirit. 

We are sure that tho people of this 
province and this city will do all that lies 
in their power to make Admiral Hotham 's 
stay on this station pleasant. From 
what they have heard they are predis- 
posed to esteem him very highly. He has 
tho reputation of being not only an able 
otlicer but the most genial and 
courteous of gentlemen. It is said that 
he is idolized by the men of the War- 
spite, and wo have no doubt he will booh 
be no less a favorite with those with 
whom ho comes in contact in British 
Columbia. We are sure that we only give 
expression to tho general feeling ill this 
community when we extend to Admiral 
Hotham and the officers of the Warspite 
and of the other ships who have come to 
this staaion for the first time, a most cor- 
dial welcome. 



AN UNHAPPY STATE OF 'MINGS. 

The effect of tho union of employers is 
seen just now in New York. The labor 
unions proclaimed a boycott against a 
large clothing firm because it would not 
comply with tho demands of the work- 
people. The Clothing Manufacturers' 
Association of New York thereupon de- 
clared a lock-out. By this act of retalia- 
tion a thousand cutters and over twenty- 
thousand other work-people were thrown 
mi of work. Here we have combination 
working against combination, and the re - 
sult is dreadful to contemplate. These 
20,000 workmen and workwomen are 
very poor. Want of work means to most 
of them want of food and want of shelter. 
They have not been forehanded, and 
when the weekly wages did not come in 
there was nothing with which to purchase 
food or to pay tho rent. We conse 
qucntly read of thousands of starving 
people being turned out on the street.-, 
[i does not appear that tho sympathy of 
the public in New York is with these 
uufortunato people as the sympathy of 
tho citizens of London and with the 
striking dock laborers. The employers 
say in explanation of the course that 
they have taken, that it was a question 
as to who should run their business, they 
or their employes. Surely some way can 
be found to avoid extremities such as 
these. Fair play and kindly feeling ate 
not banished from the centres of popula- 
tion. There are surely moderate men 
among both employers und workmen 
who can discuss tho matters m dispute 
temperately and reasonably, and arrive 
at an oquitablo sett'ement before matters 
como to such a dreadful pass as tiny are 
in at present. Why are there not courts 
of arbitration to which both partii s can 
appeal with tho certainty of receiving 
fair treatment ? Those tribunals inn be 



established by tho voluntary action of tho 
workmen and employers, as the con- 
ciliation councils are in some parts 
of England. Thero are trades in 
Great Britain in which a strike or a lock- 
out has not been known for years owing 
to tho action of these courts, which have 
boon established by the trades. When a 
dispute arises neither party insists upon 
having its own way without regard to tho 
rights and interests of tho other, but 
both prepare their case, take it beforo the 
conciliation council and a settlement, 
generally fair and satisfactory, is arrived 
at. This would causa no interruption of 
work and engender no ill-feeling. It is 
surely wiser than this course of what 
may bo almost called warfare, in which 
b Jth parties are losers. The employers 
do not, of course, feel actual hunger, 
but their business is interrupted and 
they suffer loss in many ways by the in- 
terruption. 

When this clothing manufacturers 
lock-out is ended, as ended i< must bo 
sooner or later, it seems to us that 
neither party, no matter which side gives 
way, will be much the gainer. Both will 
have suffered much and lost much, and 
the hard feeling will remain after peace 
has been apparently restored. Surely it 
is possible to put matters on a better 
footing. Why is not the policy of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation tried I 



so little miinoy will bo a marvel to most 
men. 

Hero again there is no sameness in tho 
bill of faro. No two corresponding 
meals are quite tho same for any day of 
the wook. An interesting part of the 
book for workingmen's wives and daugh- 
ters is a description of twelve cold din- 
ners — six for summer and six for winter. 
Those dinners would make many a poor 
fell w's mouth water, and gladden the 
heart of many an affectionate wife, who 
is puzzled to find something new and 
ni o for tho good man's dinner. 

The book, we are quito sure, will be 
found vory useful by tho classos for whom 
it was written. Wo do not know whore 
it can be had, but that information, no 
doubt, can bo obtained from any of the 
booksellors.

A USEFUL BOOK. 

Thero arc many who say that cooking 
is a lust art, but it seems to us that cook- 
ing is an art which is yet to bo discovered. 
We do not mean cooking for tho very 
rich, whoso food is prepared by artists, 
but cooking for the masses, the prepara- 
tion of whose food must of necessity 
bo left to those who know very little 
about it, and, we grieve to say, as 
far as appearances go, do not par- 
ticularly «ant to know. The conse- 
quence is that millions of human beings 
are very badly fed, and that vast quan- 
tities of good nourishing food are wasted. 
This the suffering multitude Bee in a dim 
sort of way, and they have, as they 
usually do, condensed their experience 
into a proverb, in whicluelegauce is sacri- 
ficed to terseness and truth. It is: "The 
Lord made victuals but the devil made 
cooks." 

So much enjoyment is lost, so much 
force wasted, and so much health de- 
stroyed, for want of a wise selection of 
food and good cooking, that the man or 
woman who will teach the Peoplo— with 
a big "P"— how to choose their food and 
how to cook it, so as to make it both 
nourish ng and palatable, ought to be re- 
garded as a benefactor of mankind. 

The American Health Association has 
done something in this direction. Mr. 
Henry Lomb, a well-known American 
phi authropist, offered, through the Am- 
erican Public Health Association, two 
pr zes for the best essays on Practical 
Sanitary economic cooking, for persons 
of nioderato and small means. The 
prizes wero 1st, S500; 2d, §200. Tho 
first p ize was won by Mrs. Mary Hinman 
Abel, a- d, although there were seventy 
contestants, thero was no second prize. 
Mrs. Abel easily distanced all her com- 
petitors. The essay has b en published 
and circulated by tho American Public 
Health Association, and it seems to us 
that it is calculated to do a great deal of 
good. The work is both theoretical and 
practical. It explains to the reader the 
nutritive elements that the food we eal 
c ntains, and tho proportions in which 
they are disposed in tho different kinds 
of foodT There are a few hard words in 
this part of tho essay, but tho reader who 
is in earnest can soon find out exactly 
what they mean. 

The essayist in simple language tells 
her readers the uses of the different 
kinds of food elements at d how much of 
each has been found necessary to keep 
the bodies of wo king men and women 
and their children in good serviceable 
condition. She then tells them how to 
select and ptcparu the food for the fam- 
ily, and gives recipes for various dishes 
which are good to eat and n ce to look at. 

.Mrs. Abel is evidently not a woman of 
fads. She rejects nothing that is gener- 
ally looked, upon as lit for food, but she 
does not recommend strange dishes which 
are to ordinary people repulsive because 
they are cheap and contain much nmir-

Dice on llie Klsr. 

Latest advices from the East report that 
the price of rice is going awny up almost 
out of sight, notwithstanding its present 
high value. This is particularly duo to the 
shortness of the crop in Japan and the 
scanty stocks that are held. Tile .Japanese 
are importing rice in large quantities from 
Saigon and Bangkok. It is about 50 per 
cent, higher thnn usual. A Hong Kong let- 
ter of the 12th ult. says: "A further ad- 
vance in price is certain because of the ship- 
ments to Japan.'' The Victoria rice mills 
have, in the meantime, large demands upon 
them for present ami prospective consump- 
tion. At Kobe, rice is at the highest figure 
known, ami when our information left had 
reached $5.30 per picul.

by a dirty name. Two Celestial necks were 
enclosed in its embrace, so that it is alto- 
gether a well-tried rope. 



The Barnard Onslle. 

The wrecking steamer Whiteluw and her 
crew are still hard at work upon the wreck 
of the steamship Barnard Castle, which lies 
off Pace Rocks, and considerable quantities 
of old material have been recovered, though 
possibly hardly as much as had been ex- 
pected. A quantity of coal has been 
brought up, but the person who has under- 
taken to work upon it on shares has been 
rather slow ir. carrying out his share of the 
work, and in consequence there has been 
some delay. However, all things consid- 
ered, a good amount of progress has been 
made with the work.

The Disposal of Garbage. 

The city of Seattle has adopted the fol- 
lowing method for the disposal of garbage: 
A contract has been awarded for the con- 
struction of a large wharf. The dimensions 
of the dock which is to be built are 120 feet 
long and 30 feet wide. Sixty feet of the 
dock will be arranged so as to admit the 
garbage scow to pass under, and in the 
centre of this dock a large trap-door will he 
placed, so as to allow the garbage to fall 
through into the scow. The scow will then 
be towed to the Duwamish heads and the 
garbage dumped out. The outward cur- 
rent here is a very strong, and all the refuse 
will be carried out to sea. 

Covering Ills Family. 

Yesterday afternoon, while two gentle- 
men were engaged in conversation on 
Spratt's wharf, one of them bewailed cer- 
tain misfortunes to which he had latterly 
been subjected. Said the other to him, that 
reminds me of a good story that is appli- 
cable to you and has a moral. When I was 
down south during the war a former rich 
planter was bewailing the wreck that had 
been made of his line old mansion, the free- 
ing of his slaves — his goods and chattels — 
and the general loss to which he had been 
subjected. Then the party to whom he 
was talking said "That's nothing;! ha/e no 
property at all, and when 1 reckon things 
up at night I say to myself, "Well, old 
boy, you've been fed ; you're clot bed; you've 
bad your drinks and your smokes, and

The passenger 
agents of ot her lines all say to me that 
wherever they go to colonies about to come 
west, and endeavor to locate them in the 
southwest they find that the leaders of such 
colonies are fully bent on coming to the Pa- 
cific Northwest, on account of a certainty 
of crops, the mildness of climate, and the 
wide range of resources. Mr. Fee is accom- 
panied by his wife and a party of lady 
friends. 

A 1'cenliiir Passenger.

The 
street car service was shut down tor half an 
hour. 



THE SALMON OUTLOOK. 

Big Ban of Pish in tin. Columbla-A Scarcity 
of Salmon In the Fra.or. 

There is a big run of salmon in the 
Columbia and fishermen arc catching more 
than they know what to do with. A great 
many are being split and salted and packed 
in casks and shipped to Germany. Traps 
have been doing well for the past two 
weeks and the seines are doing better since 
the water went down. Shade have been 
very scarce, but many are being taken in 
the traps since the water became clear. 
They would not come into the river as long 
as the water was muddy. Fishing under 
the Oregon law closes August 1, out the 
laws of Washington allow fislung till 
August 10. There is some anxiety among 
fishermen to know whether they can go 
across and fish on the Washington side of 
tile river and dispose of their catch on the 
Oregon side. There is likely to be some 
misunderstanding on account of the differ- 
ence in the laws, but if the present run 
keeps up it is probable that alljwill have tisb 
enough, for it is conceded that there is 
scarcely a probability of canned salmon 
selling for enough to muke whole packers 
who paid 7."> cents per fish. — Qregonian. 

The Columbian, of Westminster, says : 
If salu.on were plentiful at present the ship- 
ments east would be larger than record in 
the past. But the fish are scarce anil ship- 
pers are unable to till the orders which are 
constantly pouring in. Messrs. 1). W. Pott 
& Co. shipped about a ton of salmon east 
to-day, the bulk of which goes to their Tor- 
onto agency. Mr. W. H. Vianen shipped 
1,000 lbs. to Montreal, 500 lbs. to Toronto 
and 500 lbs. to New York, but the latter 
shipment would have been increased to a 
ton had there been more fish in stock. 
About 700 ll.s. were shipped to points in the 
interior. If salmon were as plentiful as a 
few weeks ago the fish exporters would soon 
grow rich, or at least make a very hand- 
some profit on the season's output, but the 
small catch adds to the cost of the fish and 
the profits aie not what they should be.

Colby ami Party Arrive Yesterday 
anil Leave This Morning for Alaska. 

Mr- Cbas. L. Colby, of New York, is one 
of the most prominent men in the railway 
and financial world. lie is chairman of the 
executive committee of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway ; and is vice-president of the 
North American Co., the largest financial 
corporation ever established in America.

The L-nst Day's 'Proceed azi— Concluding Con- 
cert— The Question Box— Kncourac- 
lnB Addresses. 

YKSTEHDAV MORNING'S SESSION. 

This session, Miss Cameron in the chair, 
was opened by un excellent paper on " Cal- 
isthenics " by R. Law, B. A. The principal 
points brought out were that poor light, 
insufficient ventilation, and the wont of 
physical exorcise were more injurious than 
cramming, lengthy lessons or a multitude of 
studies. Calisthenio exercise should take 
place in healthy surroundings. Mr. Sicve- 
wright forcibly supported Mr. Law, empha- 
sizing the necessity' of teachers giving this 
subject more attention. Mr. Uougan also 
endorsed the sentiments of the paper, fol- 
lowed by Mr. Muir, who ended the discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Gallant sang " The Beautiful Isle of 
the Sea " in happy style, the accompani- 
ment being played, with excellent effect, by 
Miss Pope. 

Mr. Smith read an interesting and in- 
structive paper on " Philology, a Key to 
History." He gave an account of the ori- 
gin of the science and its principal authors 
— then the early races of Europe. An ex- 
planation and definition was given of the 
" Caledonia," Britain, Celtic, Albion, all 
being triced to their Celtic origin. This ex- 
cellent paper was highly praised by Messrs. 
Sievewrigbt, Salloway, Law and Dougun. 

J. A. McLeod, B. A., was unanimously 
elected delegate to the convention of the 
proposed university. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

This session, Miss Cameron in the chair, 
was opened by W. Hunter, B. A., who, in 
an eloquent address, pointed out the neces- 
sity of a higher education for the masses. 
He spoke of the proposed university and 
angered a successful career for such an in- 
stitution in British Columbia. Alter a 
short discussion on methods of teaching, 
the meeting came to a close. 

EVENING session. 

Inspector Wilson occupied the chair. A 
large i umber of teachers and others as- 
sembled in Philharmonic Hall at this the 
last session of the institute. The evening's 
programme commenced with an excellently 
rendered piano solo liy Miss Hicks, fol- 
lowed by a song by J. F. Salloway, who 
responded to a well merited encore. 

The Question Drawer was disposed of in a 
very satisfactory way by Inspector Wilson 
in the absence of S. 1). Pope, B.A., LL.l)., 
Superintendent of Education, who could 
not possibly attend. Letters of regret were 
read by tho chairman from Hon. John 
Robson, Hon. Robert Heaven and Mayor 
Grant, who, owing to other engagements, 
could not be present. 

Altera carefully prepared and interest- 
ing paper on mathematics by T. Nicholson, 
short but instructive addresses were de- 
livered by Rev. 1). Fraser, M. A., and Dr. 
Milne, M.P. P., when the institute came to 
a close by singing the national anthem. 

An after meeting of the committee made 
filial arrangements for the picnic to take 
place at 2 p.m., sharp, this afternoon, from 
tho boat house, James Bay, bridge. 

MAKING A SEWAGE SURVEY. 

The Sewage Committee, With Mr. Bering-, 
i.Muke a Preliminary Survey Bnfore Pro- 
ceeding to Practlc.il Business. 

Rudolph Hering was quite at home in the 
city surveyor's otlice at an early hour, yes- 
terday morning, anil talked about sewage 
and sewage plans quite freely. He said bo 
wanted first to get thoroughly acquainted 
with the topographical conditions of the 
place before he took up any consideration. 
His last visit to Victoria was merely that 
which any tourist might make, and he then 
bad no time to make any observations. 

As to tho cost of establishing a system of 
sewage here, Mr. Hering will look over the 
plans and estimates which have been sub- 
mitted; but ho always advocates local en- 
gineers making their own estimates. He 
will compare ours with those of eastern 
cities. Speaking of the question of con- 
tract or day work in this undertaking, Mr. 
Hering said that it is sometimes better to 
work by contract than by day, and often it 
is the reverse. Again it is found often in 
the Siimi! city that it is better to do part of 
the work by contract and part not, as in 
Boston, where the rule is followed that if 
the work is all plain sailing it is done by 
contract; but where there is n great deal of 
uncertainty the city does tho work itself, 
because the contractor in such a case will 
make a very high bid in order to protect 
himself. In such a case it is 
understood that the city will work 
in its own interest, and do the work as 
cheaply as possible. In New York there is 
no work done by the day. 

At ten o'clock the sewage committee met, 
and Mr. Hering was introduced. Alter an 
informal talk, a tour of the city was made, 
and the various proposed outlets examined. 
The inspection will lie concluded this morn- 
ing, and the afternoon will be devoted to a 
discussion of the plans submitted. Mr. 
Hering proposes devoting fully a week to 
the questio , before giving his opinion. 

ALMOST DISMANTLED. 

What Captain WliIMaw is Dolns with the 
Alexandra -Her future Destiny. 

Yesterday a Colonist reporter while in 
conversation with "Captain Mike'' at 
Spratt's wharf, encountered Captain White- 
law, who was just about putting oil' to tho 
dismantled steamer Alexandra, In rcpiy to 
the question "What are you doing ?" be 
received the reply, " Come and see; I'll send 
you back again from the vessel as soon as 
you want to get back." Accordingly the 
reporter climbed down the Bide of the ivliutf 
into a boat that lay alongside, und oil' they 
started. On the way across Captain White- 
law observed that big work bad been made 
upon the vessel. Her partitions and much 
of her inside wood work had been removed 
and in a few days her machinery would be 
taken out. The houses have been taken off 
the deck. Below everything has been 
cleared both fore and aft, enabling those en- 
gaged upon the woik to satisfy themselves 
that the bull is perfectly sound, and that all 
her supports and bciims are none the worse 
for their i.ge. The machinery has all been 
disconnected. Some of it will be used again 
while other portions that are antiauuted 
will he broken up. Captain Whitulaw con- 
siders tho vessel to have been unusually 
well built. It is the intention to convert 
the Alexandra into a flOO ton hurire with 
four masts and the necessary amount of der- 
ricks. She will be partly litteil up here and 
will he completed in San Francisco, where it 
is believed there is plenty of work for her 

to do at remunerative rates.

A KOKR1BLE MUltDER. 

Tlif Engineer of the Steam Schooner Jeannle 
ThroWB His Assistant Among the 
Vessel's Maehlnerj. 

Port Townsend, July 16. — The steum 
uchooner Fratioia Cutting haa arrived 
from Oook'a inlet, Alaska, bringing 
meagre particulars of a horrible orimo 
oommitlod aboard the Bteam schooner 
Jeannie, First Enj?in.eor Dovere bticatrte 
engaged in an nltorcation with tho second 
engineer, whose name is not known, 
which was followed by Mows.

An Unpopnlar Appointment. 

Wasiiiniiton, July 16.— When tho news 
wus formally announced at the navy depart- 
ment this morning that Secretary Tracy 
had appointed Prof, Ho\cy as liU assistant 
secretary without consulting naval officials 
or even giving them the slightest intima- 
tion of his purpose, then: wus a very uudiblo 
und distinct whisper of con Icinmition dis- 
cernible, which grew more audible and em- 
phatic as the day progressed. Little 
groups of disappointed and diseruntled 
officers gathered in various parts of the de- 
partment discussing the all absorbing 
topic. The line officers generally mani- 
fested tho greatest disappointment, for 
while the appointment was forshadovrod in 
tho United Press dispatches a few days ago, 
little credence was given the statement by 
"the regulars" in active service. The 
duties of tho chief of bureau of navi- 
gation, being next in position to 
the secretary, are varied, arid among 
other duties he is called upon to act 
as secretary of the navy whoa the latter 
absent from the city or otherwise. This is 
looked upon by naval mcu as a groat con 
cession to them, anil in that position the 
"regulars" have received many advantages. 
Now, however, under the new regime, the 
assistant secretary will naturally act in the 
secretary's absence, ami both being civilians, 
it will a rare occurence when a lino officer 
is again called upon to act as head of the 
navy department. The line officers looked 
forward and were confident that the secre- 
tary would select some one from the service 
for this position, hence they were greatly 
chagrined and disappointed over the secre- 
tary's choice. 

Another ita.l Storm. 

Minneapolis, July 1G»— Reports of a 
cyclone at Stillwater prove unfounded. 
The force of the storm was spent at Marine 
and New Richmond, Wis., to which points 
no wires are yet in operation. In North 
St. Paul the works of the Acme Chair Co. 
were blown down. Considerable damage to 
property is reported in Anoka county, but 
so far as known no lives have been lost.

Scottdale, l*a., July IB,— Considerable 
damage to property and a number of 
accidents are reported, caused by the heavy 
atorm of last night. A house, in which five 
men were sheltered, was struck by light- 
ning, Andrew Zeuhur was instantly killed 
and two others were fatally injured. The 
building was splintered. A farmer named 
Brown was struck by lightning and badly 
hurt. At Ueilevue, Miss Addie Reno was 
struck by lightning and now lies at the 
point of death. A number of barns and 
houses were struck and either burned or 
badly damaged.

Minneapolis, Minn., July 10. —The 
burning of 525 tons of binding twine here 
yesterday will cause a sharp advance-. The 
amount burnt represents about seven-eighths 
of the entire amount in the twin cities, and 
prices will go up from !, to -1 or 5 cents a 
pound. This will affect the whole country. 

A Murderous Indian. 

Cor, UMBO'S, Ohio, duly 16. - This after- 
noon James Larney, an Indian from Indian 
Territory, serving a 10-year sentence in the 
Ohio prison for manslaughter, grabbed an 
axe and began to tomahawk his companions 
in the prison. He split open the head of 
Jacob Gross, a colored prisoner, who will 
probably die. He cut on the head Ted Cun- 
ningham ; broke the shoulder of Charles 
Greeves, and cut in two the top of Mike 
O'Hara'a head. The deputy warden, hear- 
ing the Indian's yells, rushed, in and with 
the aid of prisoners disarmed the assailant 
and took him to a cell. Tho murderous 
Indian is thought to be insane.

Nowadays Eilncatlon Stands nt the Head 
of AIL Required Gifts. 

In oldon timos education was not val- 
ued as it is now. It was realized that 
an educated man was in some- sonso su- 
perior to ignorant people, but he was re- 
garded as effeminato for wasting his 
timu in poring over musty parchments 
and missals, and otherwise iooked upon 
pretty much as people nowadays re- 
gard a man trying to discover perpetual 
motion. 

Nowadays, says Golden Days, educa- 
tion has been ( xalted to its proper place, 
at the head of all acquired gifts. 

An uneducated adult is an object of 
pity, and frequently of contempt, and 
tho very first step a boy makes toward 
future greatness is to acquire an educa- 
tion. 

Ho must be a stupid boy, indeed, who 
does not value an education and realize, 
that ho can not become great without it. 
It is truo that thoro are rich men who 
aro illiterate, but these are accidents of 
fortune Thoy may havo had money 
loft to them, may havo discovered a 
mino, or may havo hoarded up money 
liko a miser, liut these arc exceptions 
— tho rulo is that education is tho only 
ladder to fame. 

Hut then arises the question— what 
constitutes an education? The Wabash 
railway has issued a positive order that 
no boy shall bo employed in any of its 
Khops or other departments, for tho 
purpose of learning any trade or skilled 
work, unless he brings a certificate 
from his instructors stating that ho lias 
completed his studies up to tho second 
class of the grammar school. This would 
include a knowledge of arithmetic up 
to mensuration. reading, writing, 
spelling, elementary geography and 
grammar, some history, etymology and 
natural history, and may be taken as 
a fair standard of a common-school edu- 
cation. 

If a boy has the means and can afford 
tho time, ho should not stop here, lie 
should go through the high school and 
college, and take special courses in en- 
gineering — civil, mining or electrical— 
chemistry, physics, or any one' or more 
of tho numerous useful branches now 
open to bright, energetic boys, But if 
he must stop at a common-school educa- 
tion, or even if he goes through college, 
ho must not stop learning if ho wishes 
to boaomo groat. 

Text-hooks do not contain all tho in- 
formation with which boys should ac- 
quaint themselves. They are but tho 
foundation stones of knowledge. A boy 
should study current events, the history 
of tho world which is always happening. 

Hero is where books, magazines and 
newspapers havo their greatest value. 
Ho must read books of travel if he 
would know about the geography of tho 
world; as, for instance, Stanley's de- 
scription of Africa in tho light of re- 
cent discovery. 

Almost every day the bright hoy may 
read of some new discovery in science, 
history, botany or chemistry, and add to 
his education by just that much. The 
knowledge thus acquired is always! a 
source of pleasuro anil frequently of

During the Coming Season. 

The "L'avenir" and tho " Waltz- 
Minuot " aro tho new dances that will de- 
light the devotees of tho art this coming 
eason, so saya Professor R. F. Thuma in 
he Pittsburg Dispatch, having just re- 
urned from tho convention of the Nu- 
ional Dancing Teachers' association, 
ivhich was held in Washington and Balti- 
imro last week. " 1 think the waltz- 
ininuet x will be tho most popular," said 
Professor Thuma. " Tho idea originated 
from Strauss and his apparent desire to 
einper he vigor of the waltz. As tho 
lame indicates, it unites tho popular 
lance of our grandparents and tho much 
i bused waltz of our own time in a very 
retty new dance. It commences with 
tho minuet step, which, after one round 
if l lie room is made, develops into a 
euular waltz stop. The music for the 
minuet portion of the dance is slow and 
the time b rongly marked, while tho 
.valtz step is a 'ride slower than the waltz 
ts ordinarily danced. 

•' It is much mine easily learned than 
Ii" L'avenir, which is really quite diffi- 
cult, as was demonstrated by the fact 
that the professors had to bo instructed 
before they could da ce it, while with 
the waltz-minuet they "caught on " to 
i ho stop immediately. It is, however, a 
very pretty dance of the round variety, 
out includes the steps of the schottischo, 
waltz, galop, and n new step slightly 
I liferent from any of the now popular 
lances. The music to which h is danced 
s sprightly, and the scene presented by 
l ball-room full of people dancing it will 
be eucha ding. It starls with a schot- 
isolie step; then the music quickens to a 
galh p, and afterward as quickly slows to 
i mine stately measure that somewhat 
resembles a minuet, save that is is faster. 
The last step of L'avenir can scarcely be

"The national lancers was ro -adopted 
it the convention," continued the pro- 
fessor, "and a uniform method of teach- 
ing will be adhered to by all the mem- 
tiers of our association. That is one of 
the objects of tho convention, you know, 
•o establish a uniformity in teaching that 
ivill enable a person taught in one city to 
lance w th perfect ease the dances of any 
other city where thoy may be visiting or 
stopping. Of course, the waltz never 
(ill he uniformly danced, each city and 
clique of dancers having their own special 
win! on that ever popular dance, and a 
;ood dancer can easily adjust his step 
md manner of dancing t<> that of his 
partner, so that it affords no embarrass- 
ment. But with the new dances that 
ire being in' reduced we hope to estab- 
ish a uniform manner of dancing, and in 
line, 1 think, tho two associations, the 
Oho of which I am a member and the 
Vmorican Society of Professors of Diine- 
ng, of which Professor Brooks is a mom- 
>er, and which meets next week, will bo 
u the course of time united. As it is, u 
;reat many dancing masters belong to 
both associations." 

With a desire to ascertain whether or 
not Professor Brooks entertained the 
same opinion regarding the union of the 
'.wo great associations, and also if he con- 
templated introducing uny now dances of 
his own composition at the convention 
tins year, as lie did last, a visit was paid 
to his dancing academy, but the professor 
was not to be found.
